Augusta, Ga. August 28.—(Special.)— 
The situation tonight is one of de 
termination to make the best of a very 
bad state of affairs. There is no doubt 
that Augusta is hard hit. The alarm- 
ist reports sent out are, of course, 
without foundation, but the truth is bad 
enough. The damage js not less than a 
million and a half, and two millions is 
a conservative estimate by some of the 
best-informed citizens, The fire losses 
will be approximately a hundred thou- 
sand.

The extra session of the general assembly cannot put the seal of finality 
upon ite dealings with the penal problem of the state unless it provides for 
a radical readjustment of the alleged reformatory now maintained for the 
correction and reclamation of Georgia's juvenile criminals. 

Through no fault of the constituted authorities, the so-called reformatory 
adjoining the prison farm near Milledgeville is making a costly and tragic 
farce of the mission for which it was established. 

Mrs. Sarah D. Wooten, residing near Milledgeville and a member of one 
of the most prominent families in Georgia, is the most recent witness to 
the criminal-making methods pursued under the existing regime. She shows 
that while the superintendent and his wife are discharging their duty to the 
full measure of their ability with the means at their disposal, that the pres- 
ent system of treating youthful offenders does not differ essentially from 
that adopted with hardened professional] criminals. 


Boys guilty of perhaps trivial offenses, all of them unquestionably amen- 
able to corrective methods, are worked from dawn to sunset, in chains and 
under the watchful eye of an armed guard. 

No mental training, none of that gentle moral suasion to which even 
the boy from the gutter ig susceptible in his formative years. 

And this is how Georgia is reforming her youthful criminals’ 
tues they learn to the mufgic of the shackles’ 

Can common sense expect that boys graduating from such a tutelage 
will develop into other than confirmed criminals, stripped of self-respect 
shame-faced, furtive of eye, suspicious of their fellow men, absolutely un- 
taught in the duties and the benefits of good citizenship? 

The present reformatéry does not reform. It déforms! Unquestionably 
a breeding place for crime, it is better that the general assembly should 
abolish it entirely, if it is not to discharge its true mission. 

This latter end can only be accomplished, as generally admitted, by re- 
moving the reformatory from its present actual contact with the farm where- 
on the state maintains its convicts, and transplanting it to an entirely new 
environment which shall not even suggest the taint of chronic and contagious 
criminality. ( 

Provision should be made for this change at the present extra session.
